Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-6, 8-11, 14, 15, 17, 18 and 21-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendments to the claims overcome the prior art. While various educational devices 
and methods for teaching children to use different fastening devices are known, there is 
no suggestion of modifying the fastening devices themselves to represent characters in 
a story which is related to the child, in the manner recited in the claims and as shown in 
Figure 1 . Rather, the prior art is generally drawn to dolls and other devices which have 
fasteners attached to them. The amendments to the claims also overcome the rejection 
under Stefany because there is no suggestion in Stefany of a plurality of fastening 
devices which are modified in the manner claimed to represent different characters in a 
story. As a result, the claims are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
